But 
sometimes Turner allowed 
wandering German troupes to 
entertain the vets. Turner said 
they never wanted money for 
pay. Theywanted good Ameri- 
can cooking. 

One night a troupe of acro- 
bats-included-a- German black 
boy as part of its act. 

“We prepared a banquet for 
them,” Turner said. The black 
boy enjoyed his meal and was 
delighted when the ice cream 
was served. “He dove rightinto 
it,” he said. After the first bowl, 
Turner told the steward to refill 
his bowl. The entestainers ate 
and left in the night Ihe all the 
others. 

Two weeks later, a private 
came to Turner saying, 

‘“There's somebody here look- 
ing for you." 

“It was the German black 
boy,” Turner said. “He had all 
of his belongings tied up in a 
sack. He said tome inGerman, 
‘You afte a black.soldier and | 
ama black child. #tigbetter that 
| stay with you’. {ve § 

Turner liked the boy from the 
start, 

However, keepin as

But Turner kept him anyway 
and his superior officer always 
looked the other way when he 
saw Martin Zenk.

Zenk and a barber cut his'wild,. 
unkempt afro. Turner said that 
Martin Zenk found life satisfac- 
tory as an Air Force stowaway 
until there as a surprise 
inspection.” 

“We kept Martin in hiding 
other times, but the colonel 
slipped up on us,” Turner said. 
Hiding Zenk could have meant 
a court martial for Turner but 
the colonel himself took a lik- 
ing:to the charismatic boy. 

He told his subordinate,

the home of his adoptive parents, 
Ulysses and Mildred Orrid. 


Furner’s superior, to give Mar- 
tin Zenk everything he wanted. 

Turner put Zenk in school 
where he learned to speak Eng- 
lish. Eventually Martin.Zenk 
became fluent in four lan- 
guages, German, Yiddish, Eng- 
lish and Russian. 

Not everyone liked Martin 
Zenk, who was nicknamed 
Sonny. Once, Zenk got into a 
fight with one of his school- 
mates. Turnersaid the German 
boy did not fight like American 
boys because he kicked Zenk 
while he was down on the 
ground. 

“t could tell Sonny wasn't 
Turner said. “I 
went back into the building and 
10 minutes later | heard Sonny 
come in to wash off the blood.” 
Turner said that Zenk's excuse 
for getting beaten was that he 
slipped. 

“But | knew because of him 
being an acrobat he could beat 
that guy,’ Turner said. 


“Tomorrow, you wear shoes. 
You whip that boy or else 


-eXclaimed a boy in the troupe. _ 
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yoy're going to have trouble. 
You've never gotten a whip- 
ping tike that one you're going 
to get from me if you don't.” 
Zenk beat the boy the next 
day and Turner later.was sorry 
that he ever told the boy to 
fight. But Turner wondered 
thy Zenk had been so passive. 
kK never talked about his 
Dalat. While another troupe 
paasged through, Turner disco- 
‘WeFed the source of Zenk’s pas- 
siveness. 
“Martin, Martin | thought you 
dead. | thought you dead,” 


where he worked in the post 
office. Then, on Memorial Day 
in 1957, Zenk died as dramati- 
cally as he had lived. While rid- 
ing a motorcycle at high speed, . 
he was killed when he lost con+ 


trol of the vehicle. 
Elmer Turner, the Air Force 
veteran responsible for bring- 


ing Zenk to the U.S. reflected 
on his short time with the atmas

He. was about Zenk’s age. It 
was then that Zenk revealed+o 
 ¥umer that he had been a pri- 
soner in aconcentration camp, 
where he saw many of his 
ttiehds die from starvation. 

The Nazis tested Jewish 
children to determine the 
threshhotd of starvation. 
Turner said. 

“They were given a diet of 
bread and soup," he said. 
“Only the bread got thinner 

nd the soup was prepared 
“with more water.” When Zenk’'s 
friegids died, he helped load 
their emaciated carcasses into 
the crematory. > 

Although Zenk survived 
death, life was noteasy forhim, 
He worked long hours and the 
Nazis beat him and cast him in 
solitary confinement. Many 
times the only water he had to 
drink was from his toilet. The 
Soviets liberated the. concen- 
tration-camp and Zenk-was 
freed. The Russians were good 
to him but because of the 
cruelty of the Russians that 
Zenk saw, he slipped across 
the border to the Allied Forces. 
From there he took up with the 
troupe. 

When Turner heard this, _he 
understood. He began to love 
Zenk even more. Zenk loved 
Turner, too, in his own way. 
Once Turner asked Zenk if he 
would wake him up early if he 
happened to be up ata certain 
time in the morning. As it 
turned out Turner arose early 
on his own and he found Zenk 
sleeping next to his undis- 
turbed bed. Turner asked Zenk 
why he slept on the floor. 

“If you tell me to wake you 
up, I'll doit. But | get too.com- 
fortable in bed. | would never 
wake up. So, | slept on the 
floor,” Zenk said. 

Nearly five years of Euro- 
pean tour duty were running 
out on Turner. He began to 
make preparations to return to 
the U.S: His plans included 
adopting Martin Zenk and 
bringing him to the States. 
Turner contacted Air Force 
officials and the World Council 
of Churches concerning his 
intentions. 

The Air Force gave Turner its 
blessing and WCC turned over 
his request to the Committee 
for the Care of European 
Children. Zenk was only one of 
thousands of homeless 
orphans who needed care after 
the war. 

In 1947 Turner signed pap- 
ers acoepting the guardianship 
of Martin David Zenk. The 
World Council of Churches 
had turned Zenk over to the 
National Lutheran Council 
which began working on find- 
ing passage for Zenk. 

However, Turnersoon 
learned that the Lutheran 
Council had no intentions of 
allowing him to adopt Martin 
Zenk. They stipulated that 
Zenk could only come to the 
U.S. if he was adopted by a 
Lutheran family. 

Turner, an Episcopalian, did 
not like the decision, but he 
decided not to contradict the 
wishes of the church. He only 
wanted Zenk to have a happy’ 
home in the U.S. 

The Lutheran Council found 
a home for Zenk in Indianapo- 
lis near TUTE?
